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Wasuinoeton, November 28.—The speaker- 
ship has no new developements. Both sides 
are confident. Mr. Cox, with his twenty or 
thirty votes, still pretends to be a candidate, 
but the real race is, of course, between Mr. 
Randall and Mr. Carlisle. The pressure of 
democratic influence from the doubtful 
states of the north in Randall’s favor has been 
very strong to day, and will continue so until 
the contest is ceased.

Mr. Randall rests 
upon the conservative feeling of the party, 
which dictates the election of men who will 
not oifend the capital of the country. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

The attitude of Tue Const’T: tion is freely 
critizised, but its editorial of Sunday, so wide- 
ly copied, and the attitude assumed on Tues- 
day, which was wired from here tonight to 
the prominent journals of the country, is 
taken as the best expression of conservative 
southern sentiment. I know at least one 
dozen southern men, holding commissions in 
congress, who, in the light of this campaign, 
have expressed their desire to vote for Ran- 
dal!, but who hold paper pledges of the last 
campagn are binding. Stil),[ am sure that the 
moral influence of democratic sentiment all 
over the country will assert itself, and the 
hopes of 1884 will not be sacrificed by any 
rash action. 

THE GEORGIA DELEGATION. 

The Georgia delegation is ome of the most 
uncertain elements in the contest. Nobody 
is here yet. Several members are coming on 
a train which will hardly reach here before 
daylight. As to the minor offices, I am sure 
that John G. Thompson is beaten for sergeant 
at arms by John P. Leedom, of Ohio. General 
Field is claiming the solid support of Geor- 
gia, in a bitter contest for the doorkeeper- 
ship, with Colone] James Wintersmith, who 
seems to have more enthusiasm in his sup- 
port.

The Littie Villlan Seeking the Ohiirmanship nf ‘ho 
Republica® Committee. 

WasHINGTON, November 28.—The election 
of » chairman of the national repubticen 
committee, which is to meet at Washington 
on the [2th of December to fix the time and 
the place tor holding their convention, will 
determine whether the coalition wing of the 
party will obtain the lead or be ordered to a 
back seat. This decision will in a certain «e- 
gree affect the candidacy of Arthur for the 
nomination next year. 

William E Chandier seeks the chairman- 
ship, as an indorsement of his present po it- 
ical action, and as an aid to future projec's 
Chandler, Gorham, Hatton, and a few others 
are the chiefs of the scheme intended to pro- 
cure for Arthur delegates from the south, «nd 
to get them admitted into the convention ou 
the footing of regular republicans. Tliey 
are the active managers of what is called tlie 
Arthur movement, and they brought about 
the coalition with Mahone, Chalmers, Cash, 
and other adventurers, who were seeking a 
market for their worthless wares. 

If, therefore, Chandler should be chosen 
chairman, it will be assumed and given out 
that the republican organization is for Ar- 
thur, and that Mahone and his crew are to be 
admitted into full communion in the party, 
and to be recognized as equals in every re- 

spect with the best and the most honorable 
republicans. 

The whole power of the administration will 
be used for Chandler, as it was openly used 
for Mahone.

SAN FRANCISCO'S DANGER. 


The Vellew Fever Unrchecked—No Effort to Keep Out 
Disenee. 

WASHINGTON, November 28 —Surgeoa Van- 
zant, of the United States Marine hospital at 
San Francisco, has sent an official report to 
the surgeon general in reference to the two 
recent cases of vellow fever in the hospital. 
The surgeon says that two seamen were ad- 
mitied at the request of the German and 
Danish consuls. ‘‘heir case was misrepre- 
sented to the assistant surgeon on duty by 
the officer or agent of the consulate at the 
time the application for them was made, it 
being asserted that they had no contagious 
disease nor had they been ex posed to any infec- 
tion. The morning following their admission 
the patients said they had been passengers 
aboard the Pacific mail steamship Colinia, 
from Mazatian, where yellow fever was pre- 
vailing, and that they hadthe disease. The 
patients say that ali the ships’ crew, during 
their stay at Mazatlan, were sick of yellow 
fever, except one man. Surgeon Vanzant 
says the steamer Colinia, when she arrived at 
San Francisco, was allowed by the local 
health authorities to go into dock and began 
discharging without apy attempt at disenfec- 
tion or detention, so far as can be learned 
from the authorities. The surgeon seems to 
be of the opinion that yellow fever will not 
and cannot prevail as an epidemic at 
that point, and tha: all 
the quarantine regulations against it are use- 
less. Such astate of affairs, he says, | do not 
think exists at any other large port in the 
country. In the caseof the steamer San 
Blas, of the same line, which arrived some 
weeks ago with yellow fever on board, the 
surgeon says he gave instructions to decline 
to give permits to the seamen from that ves- 
sel because of a local law which forbade them 
passing through the city while suffering from 
a contagious disease. Notwithstanaing his 
precautions, the surgeon saysthe men were 
allowed by the local authorities of San Fran- 
cisco to land inthe city where one at least 
has died and where others are still ill.

ACCIDENT AND DISASTER. 


Trains Thrown off the Crack, Engineers Killed, aad 
Other Disustera. 


CINCINNATI, November 28 —The Times- 
Star dispatch from Bowerstown, Ohio, says: 
The night train was wrecked here this morn- 
ing. Fifteen cars were thrown down an em- 
bankment. It is supposed that the 
wreckers put an obstruction in 
the frog of the switch. Nobody was hurt, 

A dispatch from Ashland, Ohio, to the 
same paper says the second division of train 
No. 49 ran into the first division of the same 
train near Windsor this morning, killing 
Conductor Pierce and severely injuring sever- 
al brakemen. Eight cars were burned. 

CuicaGo, November 28,—At Eisden, on the 
Grand Trunk road, near the Indiana state 
line yesterday, asan express train was crossing 
the switch the engine jumped the track. 
Three cars were wrecked. A _ brakeman 
named Locke was killed, and the conductor 
and one passenger seriously injured. 

Worcester, Mass., November 28.—The rear 
car of the Boston, Barry and Gardner raiiway 
train turned over and went down an em- 
bankment just after leaving North Worcester 
station this afternoon. The car rolled over 
twice in going down the bank. There were 
about 50 persuns in the car, most of whom 
are more or less bruised. The injuries. of 
some are quite serious. No person was killed 
outright. 

PrarrRi£ Du Curen, Wis., November 28.—A 
cyclone which passed to the southeast of this 
place Sunday night, completely wrecked 
three farm houses and a numberof outbuild- 
ings. A woman named Mary Melvin was 
crashed to death in the ruins of her huuse. 

Kansas City, Mo., November 28.—An ex- 
plosion occurred:in the basement of the whole- 
sale drug house of Meyer Bros,, on Delaware 
street, near Sixth, this city, about 5 this af- 
ternoon, and immediately the building was 
on fire. The engines responded to the alarm 
promptly, but owing to the combustible char- 
acter of the stock they could only keep the 
fire within the walls of the building. The 
contents are nearly a total loss. The damage 
is estimated at over $200 000. The watchman 
of the building is reported missing. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., November 28.—While 
six miners were being hoisted up the Collins 
shaft of the Butler & Elmiral coal company, 
near Wyoming, this afternoon, the hoisting 
rope became twisted and the bucket contain. 
ing the men was partiy upset, throwing out 
John Richardson and Jobn Landsen, who fell 
forty feet and were instantly killed.

Lonpox, November 28.—The Paris corres-

Ferry to furnish an explanation concern jg 
the Chinese memorandum relative to the pro- 
posed attack on Bac Ninh. M. Ferry declined 
to reply. M. Clemenceau will repeat the 
question at to-morrow’s session of the cham- 
ver, and if an answer is not then given he 
will bring the matter forward in the shape of 
an interpellatiun. It is stated that M. Perry 
has requested the committee on Tonquin 
credits to postpone the presentation of their 
report to the the chamber of deputies for 
three days. It is stated that if General Willot 
is sent te Tonquin he will go direct 
to .the passes by which the Chinese 
troops entered Tonquin in order to cut their 
base of Operations apd prevent the enemy 
from recruiting. The vote in the committee 
of the chamber of deputies on granting the 
Tonquin credits was 9 to 2 in favor thereof. The 
amount is nine million francs. Advices 
from Aigeriastate tbat there isgreat agitation 
among the native tribes, the reported success 
of El Mahdiin Soudan having aroused Mus- 
selmen fanaticism. Itis also said that Kl 
Mahdi’s emissaries are traversing Tunis. The 
governor general is urging upon the French 
government the necessity of retaining a 
strong military force in Algeria. 
SPANISH INTRIGUES. 

Lonpvon, November 28,—Tne Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Times says that although the 
visit of the Crown Prince Frederick William 
has brought about atruce between the rival 
dynasties and the liberal factions, the po- 
liticai crisis during the past few days has 
reached an acute state. It is possible, the 
same correspondent says, thatthe moment 
Prince Frederick William leaves Madrid for 
Berlin, the Spanish cabinet will fail to pieces, 
owing to the difference in regard to the terms 
of the speech from the throne, 

A decree abolishing the right of Cuban 
slaveholders to punish slaves with stock and 
fetters is gazetted to-day. 

ARRESTS IN IRELAND, 

DusBLin, November 28 —TIbe Freeman’s 
Journal is informed that within a fortmight 
over thirty persons have been arrested, 
charged with conspiracy todesiroy the resi- 
cence ofacounty Mayo landlord by explosions 
and with belonging to the Fenian brother- 
hood. After a secret examination by the po- 
lice of each prisoner separately, they were all 
uischarged. Subsequentiy a majority of the 
accused were rearrested.

verhampton, on Monday. It is surmised that 
they were placed there for the purpose of 
wrecking the trainin which Mr, Gladstone 
was expected to travel. 

ON THE MARCH TO KHARTOUM. 

Lonpon, November 28 —A Cairo dispatch 
to Reuter’s telegram company, dated to-day, 
says the report of the capture of Khartoum 
by El Mahdi’s forces is unfounded. The diffi- 
culty in persuading the Turkish officers of 
the contingent ordered for service in London 
to accompany the expedition has been over- 
come aud almost the entire number have 
consented to join the expedition, which is 
under command of Baker Pasha. All the 
English non-commissioned ofticers in Egypt 
have volunteered to go to the front.and much 
enthusiasm prevaiis among the troops. 

A FRENCH TuWN ON FIRE, 

LOUBALX, France, November 28.—This after- 
noon the factories of Messrs. Dillies, covering 
fifteen hundred square metres, was destroyed 
by fire. The tlames spread to the factory of 
Messrs. Motte & Meillasun, which are now 
burning. The whole town is endangered and 
the people are in great alarm.

THE RBLBASED SERGEANT, 


Meson Tells the Story of Hia Attempt te Shoot Gul- 
teou and His Life Since. 


New York, November 28.—A Sun reporter 
interviewed Sergeant Mason in Albany to-day. 
He seemed to be in good health, although his 
cheeks are somewhat pinched, and there was 
no rotundity to his form. His hands showed 
the effects of his prison work in the shoeshop, 
and were somewhat begrimed and horny, 
tbough he tried hard to concealit. He was 
evidently laboring under considerable mental 
excitement, but was cheerful and happy. 

“Yes, Iam glad to get out,” hesaid. ‘I'll 
tell you how it was I got word of the pardon 
having been granted me. Yesterday after- 
noon a little fellow, the son of one of the at- 
taches of the penitentiary, happened to be 
over to my celi where | was engaged in read- 
ing, and said: ‘Mr. Mason, you have been 
pardoned by the president.’ You can imag- 
ine I was surprised, and could hardly believe 
the news. At first it naturally made me ner 
yous, and I couidn’t eat or sleep until this 
morning, when I was informed, after the ar- 
rival of the pardon, ef my good fortune. 

“Yes, I had pretty nearly given up all hope 
of being pardoned, at least Ly President Ar- 
thur. Now that you ask me, 1 wiil acknowl- 
edge having said I would notaccept any fa- 
vor from a Guiteau president; but I guess I 
won't standyun ceremony. I[did expect to 
be pardoned when another presideut came 
into office; but, being closely confined in 
prison, I naturally got to thinking that little 
if anything was beingdone for me by my 
friends outside. 


“I tell you it took some nerve to face an 


eight years imprisonment; but I believe I 
have acted likea man. Did I intend to kill 
Guiteau? No,I didnot. I only wanted to 
wound him when I fired. | heard the news 
of the assassination of President Garfield 
when I wasin Texas, on my way to Wash- 


and I male up my mind there and then that 
if | was ordered on guard duty over the as 
sassin | would shoot him. 

‘‘When I aimed through the window the 
night was very dark, accompanied by thun- 
der and lightning, o1 else I should certainly 
have bit him, for I consider myself a pretty 
good marksman. My object was to shoot 
bim in the side, about where he hit the 
president, and give him a spinal-column 
pain. Iknewif [ killed him I would be 

uiltyof murder. In that case I would 

ave been tried by a jury, 
and I would rather be tried 
by a dozen juries than by one court martial. 
I don’t believe any jury would have con- 
victed me, even if I had killed him. Of 
course I knew it was wrong, and I am satis- 
fied that it was proper I should be punished 
as a warning to others; but it was not as 
though I was guarding an innocent person. 
If I bad so acted under such circumstances, 
I should have expected to be court martiaied 
and siot.’’ 

Being questioned as to his reported quarrel 
by letier with his wife, Mason said: ‘Yes, I 
know what you're driving at. When Betty 
came here to see me last May she was -togged 
up in great style, with jewelry,watch, chains, 
etc , and I told her plainly the next time I 
wrote to her she was somewhat extravagant. 
She wrote mea hot letter in reply, but I 
guess she and the baby will be glad enough 
toseeme. Ican’tsay what! shall do after 
getting home. One thing is certain,however, 
| have had all the army I want. I had rath- 
er work in old Virginia, where Betty and the 
baby are, at $1 a day than in the army at $5. 
Besides [ think seventeen years 
of military life is enough for 
one man. I shall go home to Locust Grove, 
Va.. assoon as I can get there, though I 
would very much like to look around Albany 
a little, and especialiy to go through the capl- 
tol.”

caught. When he got loose from the car- 
riage he frightened the horse attached to the 
delivery wagon of Messrs. Binswanger & Uo., 
which animal also ran away, running into a 
tree, nearthe cornerof Fourth and Pine, 
where he was caught. The shafts of this 
vehicle were broken and the animal came 
near being choked to death.

ballots, and that the committee on printing 
be instructed to have such a number of them 
printed as may be necessary for the election. 
Adopted. A resolution was introduced and 
was adopted, by Alderman Proudfit, in refer- 
ence to requiring the Macon gasiight and wa- 
ter company to place streets in good condi- 
tion after making excavations for the pur- 
pose of iaying pipes, dirt to be 
rolled so that the embarkment be made and 
that all water and stop cocks and other fix- 
tures of both gas and water which now 
exists in the streets be brought toa level of 
the sidewalk, so that they will not obstruct 
in passing overthem.

SOME OLD DOCUMENTS. 


The Ouricaties of Vorgan County~The Appearance 
ef the Spanish Armada, 

MaDIsomM, Ga, November 27.—Among the rare 
curiosities of ourcounty may be ranked a collection 
of eight copies of Engligh newspapers, the property 
of Mr. John McAdams, of our city. The firstand 
oldest is a copy of “‘The English Mercurie, pub- 
lifhed by authoritie for the prevention of falfe re 
portes,’’ and dated ‘‘Whitehall, July 23d, 1558,"’ a 
paper three hundred years old lacking five years. 
It contains agraphic description of the appearance 
of the Spanish Armada off the channel and the 
fight by Sir Fraocis Drake 
and the English fleet. The spelling is in the eld 
English with all the names beginning with capil 
tals and a refreshing mixture of U's, and E’s, and 
Y’s in place from which they have long ago disap 
peared. Queen Elizabeth was! at ‘‘Weftmiunfter”’ 
and was ‘‘wayted’’ upon by a delegation from the 
‘‘vreate’’ city, and received the congratulations and 


gallant 


assurances of zealous support. 

The secona paper isa reprint of the 
Newes, London, printed by Jeffrey Charlton, Mun 
day, January Ist, 1606,’’ in the time of James Ist. 

Then acopy of the ‘“‘Gazette’’ in Oliver Crom- 
well’s time, September, 6, 1658, containing the news 
of the great ord protector’s death and the great loss 
and sorrow of the English people. The 
July 6, 1665, with Charles II. on the throne, which 
was ‘‘published for the satisfaction of the people ”’ 
The plague ruled with a high hand then, aud the 
copy contains the orders of the mayor in regard to 
the protection of the city when the end was not 
reached uutil 97,000 corpses had been buried. 
Sir John Lawrence wes mayor. The next copy is 
of the ‘“‘Lendon Gazette of september 10, 1666,’’ and 
isan account of the great fire which swept away 
13.009 houses-and destroyed £10,000,000 worth ol 
property. This was alsoin Charles Il. time. Next 
thereisa paper of George III. reign and is the 
“The Times’’ of Wednesday, October3, 1798. Ad- 
vertisemenisappearin thisedition. The rebellion 
of that yearin Ireland isin this copy. Another 
copy of “The Times’’of 180!,and another of 1805,and 
again Janvuary 10, 1806, in which is an illustration 
of the coffin and the funera! car of Lord Nelson 
and a detailed account of the ceremonies. Besides 
these ‘‘The Times’’ of June 22, 1815, with a report 
from Wel ington conceening the battle of Waterloo

The peaceful little 
city, nestilngin her mountain home ou the banks 
of the Coosa, was thrown into a state of wild 
confusion. And atthe tap of the ¢rum merchants, 
clerks, lawyers, doctors and editors shouldered 
their guns and marched to tke front to defena the 
‘‘red old hills of Georgia.’’ We shall not attempt 
to report the condition of Rome during those four 
years, for their sorrowful record is yet fresh in the 
minésofour people In the Courier of August 
31, 1865, we find the following: 

‘‘Home Again.—Nearly all of the former citizens 
of Rome, who survived the striggle have already 
returned and others intend coming soon.* Among 
those whoare still absent are Dr. H. V. M. Miller, 
whois pow iu Macon: A. M Sloan,now in Thomas- 
ville, but expects to move backin October; D. 
Mitehell and Dr Underwood. now in Vaidosta,Ga., 
intend to return this fall Wade S. Cothran, now at 
Valdosta, is expected soon; John R,. Freeman, now 
in Meriwether, is expected before Christmas; 
Asahel R. Smith intends to move here again in a 
short time. In fine, nearly every one of the former 
residents are certain to return, and before long 
Rome will be herself again.”’ 

The same issue of the Courier notices that the 
following merchants and business men had open- 
edup again: Berry, Jones & Co., the firm being 
com posed of Jno. M. Berry, B. Frank Jones, Chas. 
H Smith (Bill Arp,) and Johu L. Divine. 38. B. 
Seligman was amoug the first to open up a stock of 
dry goods in Rome. A. T. Hardin and John Har- 
kins comprised the firm of Hardin & Harkin., N. 
J. Bayard, reopened his insurance business. Om- 
berg & Hough associated themselves together as 
merchant tailors. Sargeant, Woolum «& Co., were 
running first class six-norse coach s to Blue Moun- 
tain, Alabama. Veal «& Williamson resumed the 
watchmaking aud repairing business. T. W. 
Alexander returned to the practice of law. J. J. 
Cohen and R. T. Hargrove formed a co partner 
ship for the purpose of doing a general mercban- 
dise and commission business. Harvey & scott re- 
turned. to their law business. ‘J.J. Wrixht, form- 
erly of Tennessee, locates in Rome to practice law. 
Hie isnow solicitor general. Harper, Wrigh’' & 
Co. opened up in the Lumpkin block. R. 3. Norton 
opened a fine stock of dry guods. Daily, Jenkins 
& Co. mace or repaired furniture. Payne, Graves 
& Co. opened a Wholesale and retail liquor house, 
Mr. Nevin re-opened the Rome maie scnool Mon- 
day, September llth, 1865. The above list is taken 
from the Courier verbatim. 

To show the rigors of the 
situation of our people, we give the 
from the Courier of September 14, 1805: 

Due and Timely Notic: \ letter came.to this 
postotfice fora young lacy, addressed to the care of 
her father. The young lady had not taken the 
‘‘oath of allegiance,’’ and still refused to do so but 
her father had, aud he demanded the letter on the 
grounds that it was eddressedto his care. The 
postmaster declined delivering it on the groundsit 
would have been anu evasion of the orders, and he 
would uot be justifiable in doing so under theéex- 
isting circumstances. The point was made and re- 
ferred to the generai for his decision. Taisis his 
reply: 

“HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF GA., Augusta, 
Septemoer 13, 1865 —Respectfully returned to the 
postmaster at Rome, Ga., through military chan- 
nels; the letter will not be delivered until the 
orders of the military commander of the depart- 
mentare complied with. Parties (not alien citi- 
zeDs) who caunot comply withthe lawsof the 
country, will prepare themselves to leave the 
country.

The Railroad Commissions. 


Correspondence of the News and Courier. 


NEw YorRK, November 24.—There is a feeling ex- 
isting among capitalists iu the north against the 
Present South Carolina and Georgia railroad law 
injuriourly affecting the interests of those two states, 
andi havetaken some trouble to ascertain the 
causes of this feeling. With this view I sought Mr. 
W. P. Clyde, who has invested largely in railroad 
property in South Carolina, and elicited from him 
the following answers to my inquiries: 

Can you say anything for the News and Courier 
in reference to the railroad laws and commissions 
of South Carolinaand Georgia, and their effect 
upon future investments*in railroad property in 
those states? 

Yes. It comes within my personal knowledge 
that these lawsare not onty crippling In a most 
disastrous manner the railroads already in opera- 
tion, but check indefinitely all future investments 
in that direction. I think thisas unfortunate for 


the people of those states as for the owners of the 
railroads. A very strong feeling had set in with 
mMonveyed men bere to make investments in the 
South, and this kind of legislation has throwna 
damper upon them that wiil, if continued, direct 
this capital to other localities, 

Why should there be such objections urged to 
these particular states when mauy others have rail- 
road Commissious where there is uo such feeling 
against them?” 

af you wiile xXamine the law of other states you 
will find that none go tu,the extent of the railrvad 
laws iu Svuth Carolina and Georgia; and in the 
second place the railroads in those states, where 
commissious have beep appuintec, were ina pros 
perous coadition, had maue money, and were no 
longer struggling to get on tneir feet; whereas ia 
Souta Carojiua the railroads were run down aud 
needed exiensive rebuilding and repairs. Th¢ 
Owners have spent every Cent Made on the roads, 
and much more besides, in building up the pro- 
perty go that they could be prepared to furnish 

ret Clags railroad service to the peop! 
for both aud passenger traftic, 
when to their dismay the legislature 
practically, by this law, took the man- 

enient of the properties out of their hands and 
piaced it under the coutrol of a railroad commis 
gion of three very worthy gentlemen, bu. whe 
were Wholiy unaccustomed to the iutricacies and 
complex laws which govern railroad trausporta- 
tion in thiscountry. Tneyare boundto carry ou! 
the laws couscientiously, if they can, but I ventur: 
the assertion that it is notin the power ot. tn 
human brain to frame auy law that will anticipate 
and provide for the thousand and one chauges 
constautly taking piace i. the exigencies of rail- 
road traffic, especially of freight taffic: and it has 
seemed to me to be very shori-sighted policy to en 
deavor to hamver the railruads in their efforts to 
develop the country and aid in its prosperity. 

To what, iv your opinion, is due this prejudice 
against the raiiroads in South Carolina” 

To anumber of cuuses—chiefly, however, to mis 
nega pa on the partof the people as to the 
policy aud purposes of the railroads; and it is due 
to frankness (o say that the railroads are to blame 
somewhat for this misapprehension, in not haviug 
presented their sides of tne question te the public, 
which has had the aaverse side constantly pressed 
uponit Nocoubt the railroads have made mis 
takes, but wherever aid as fust as the managers of 
our roads have discovered them, we have used our 
best efforts to correctthem. Aun idea has to some 
extent got possession of the public mind 
in Souch Carolina that the Rick 
mond and Danville system has been 
operated in the interestof Richmond and Atlanta, 
@nd against Charlesilon. there never was a 
greater mistake. Charlesion has steadily improv- 
ed since this system has been at work in the 
State. Her business has increased, and wil! con- 
tinue to increase with the prosperity of the state, 
in proportion as she reaches out to attract and 
control it, and | think the south Carolina railway 
people will tellyou they are geiting the ‘‘lion’s 
share’’ of the t.affic from the up country for 
Charleston. Our relations with the 
South Calolina railway are of 
the most rieudly character, and We 

ve and take from each other in a spirit of friend- 
yrivalry it would be suicidal on our part te at- 
tempt to cripple any new sources of prosperity in 
any portion of south Caroiina. We bare shown 
our confidence in ber future by investing our mof- 
ey amoig her people, aud our hope of return lies 
in the highest prosperity of the entire state. You 
cau see that our iuterests dictate that we should do 
all we can to heipSouth Carolina. She has won- 
deriul possibilities before her, and all her people 
has to do is toindicaie any fair way in which we 
cen help,and they will fiud us ready to meet them 
more than haif wey. 

What have you to suggest in that regard 

As the trouble has grown,in my opinion, more 
from the fact thather people have not understood 
the situation and object of the railroads, and do 
not appreciate how rudicaland oppressive the oper- 
miion ofthis railroad law really is, I think that 
ifthey or their representatives should meet the 
owners and representatives of the 
railroads in frank and friendly conference they 
would find their real interests to be identical and 
in no Wise antagonistic. 

Have you any personal acquaintance with the 
members of the raiiload Commissions?” 

No intimate personal acquaintance. Of course I 
know of Governor Bonham, chairman of the South 
Carolina board, as oue of the prominent pubiic 
men oi the state, and although the other two are 
= Ot so well known here they are all gentlemen of 
the highest character and integrity, and .ke same 
may be said of the Georgia ‘commission. No fault 
can be found with the characier of the boards. 
The fagit is in the law they are required to execute, 
and | have no hesitation in saying thatit is imprac- 
ticavle in many of its provisions, harsh in its 
effects upon railroads, and detrumentai to 
the business and prosperity of the 

yple, wud must lead to disastrous results to all if 
eftasitis. I think you wiil find thatI do not ex-

One of his pecu- 
liarities was to inscribe a few lines of doggerel upon 
the treasure boxes he had emtied. Du-ing the last 
twelve years he has robbed twenty-seven stage 
coaches in California, and in every instance he did 
the work alone.

NEw YORK, November 28.—Sojourner Truth who 
died the other day in a Michigan hamlet, hying 
long passed the century line of existence, was one 
of the most noted among the abolition workes of 
the country.

The Web Tightening Around the ®harpers Now in 
the Guardhouse. 

There were important developments yes- 

terday in those sensational arrests of Monday 


Yesterday morning Captain Aldridge, Sta- 
tionhouse Keeper Buchanan and Patro!man 
Simpson made a thorough examination of the 
archives of the police department and in 
doing so found a postalcard of date of June 
6th, 1883, which read as follows: 

“$200 REWARD. WANTED. 

R. Preston, alias *‘Windy Dick,’’noted pick- 
pocket and ‘confidence man. He is small, 
spare man, light complexion, very prominent 
nose. Height : about tive feet seven inches.”’ 

The decription was so suitable to Reed alias 
Preston that the officers decided at once that 
he was the man, but before confronting him 
with the charge they succeeded in ascertain- 
ing beyond a doubr that their charge was the 
man described in the postal card. Their 
knowledge was obtained from Mrs. Preston. 
Captain Aldridge went into the chief's room 
where Mrs. Preston was lying down, and said:

When Gunn was released,this left the murder 
as great a mystery as the day after it was com- 
mitted. New detectives entered the fieid. 
Rewards, amounting to nearly a thousand 
dollars, were offered for the 
murderers and for a short 
while the paper was full of theories touching 
the guilty party, but it was not for a detec- 
tive to unravel the mystery. 

Several months ago a negro 
Jobnson was arrested for a trivial 
Macon. During his detention in the 
there he confessed that be had hada 
the murder of the Dekoor family 
lanta. To Messrs. Wvly and Hurley, of the 
Macon police force, be made.a free and full 
confession, implicating Tom Savanger and 
John Brown, two negro men. The Macon 
police quickly communicated with Chief 
Connolly, and one night Johnson 
was quietiy brought to Atlanta and givena 
cellin the city prison. There he repeated 
his contession, detailing the committal! of 
the crime. He gave accurate descriptions of 
Savanger and brown, and said that he had 
been prevented from confessing before be- 
cause he feared Brown and Savuanger would 
kill him.
